The prior art has been identified as document WO-A-2006/097935 and 
discloses all these features. Therefore the common features linking 
together the above groups of claims are not novel. Moreover, there is no 
common inventive concept linking together the above groups of claims. 
Claim 1 provides device that can be easily extended and compressed. Claim 
37 provides a device that fits better into the body and claim 39 provides 
a device whereby the arms and legs can be connected. 

In conclusion, the groups of claims are not linked by common or 
corresponding special technical features and define 3 different 
inventions not linked by a single general inventive concept. 

The application, hence does not meet the requirements of unity of 
invention as defined in Rules 13.1 and 13.2 PCT.
